Protecting Wall Near Quincy , 111., 
Breaks, Causing Mississippi to 
Reach Improv ed Farm 
Lands 


Quincy, 111., April 24—(/P)—The 
pounding w aters of the Missis­ 
sippi b attered a new b reach 
in 
the protecting wall along 
the 
south Quincy gardens at 7 a. m., 
today and poured in upon 5,000 
acres of improved farm lands. 
The dyke gave way despite the 
gradual recession of the Missis­ 
sippi flood, which had 
dropped 
six tenths of 
a foot overnight. 
Several weak spots had developed 
yesterday along the levee extend­ 
ing south of Quincy for five miles 
to M arb lehead, and one of them , 
underm ined further b y 
today’s 
steady rain, crumb led. 
Resients of South Quincy G ar­ 
dens had prepared to ab andon 
their homes and no loss of life or 
livestock was anticipated as the 
w aters spread over the valuab le 
garden tracts and inundated the 
$100,000 group of homes 
com­ 
pleted last year. The flood will 
cost farm ers prob ab ly 
another 
$300,000, the estim ated value of 
the onion crop, part of which was 
already in the ground.

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PLEADS FOR LAW OBEDIENCE. 
President Hoover in a recent address deliv­ 
ered b efore a press association gathering, urged 
ob edience of law and order as a means of b ring­ 
ing ab out a higher type of civilization in Ameri­ 
ca, and his words carried much food for thought. 
His law enforcement campaign will 
reach 
out into the states, and local governments, de­ 
claring that the president is interested, b oth as 
a citizen and as one upon whom rests the pri­ 
mary 
responsib ility of leadership in 
placing 
standards of law enforcement in the nation. 
In employing this language in his address, 
the president makes it clear that one of his pui - 
poses is to give assistance to crime commissions 
in the several states which long have b een study­ 
ing methods of reducing crime through improve­ 
ment of b oth the judicial and 
enforcement 
systems. 
To this extent, at least, he went further than 
he did in his inaugural address, the keynote of 
which was law enforcement. 
His b elief is that 
the states themselves can materially assist in the 
general movement for suppression of the crime 
wave which is giving him more concern than any 
other prob lem b efore the country. 
His own appeal to the conscience of America 
for law ob servance has b een accompanied b y a 
statem ent of the purpose of the administration 
to strengthen its law enforcement agencies b y 
steady pressure. 
There 
were two things in this 
statem ent 
which has attracted more than passing interest 
in political Washington. 
One was the declara­ 
tion for the weeding out of all incapab le and 
negligent 
officers. 
This process 
already has 
b een started in the case of district attorneys and 
there is conjecture as to the extent of changes 
that may b e made over the country. 
The other was the promise of the most rigid 
scrutiny not only of the records of all persons 
suggested for official appointment in the entire 
law enforcement machinery, b ut also a check 
of their attitude toward the enforcement of all 
law, which, of course, includes the eighteenth 
amendment.

PLEADS FOR LAW OBEDIENCE. 


President Hoover in a recent address deliv- 


ered before a press association gathering, urged 
obedience of law and order as a means of bruig- 
ing about a higher type of civilization in Ameri- 
ca, and his words carried much food for thought. 


His law enforcement campaign will 
reach 


out into the states, and local governments, de- 
claring that the president is'interested, both as 


, a citizen and as one upon whom rests the pn- 
.mary responsibility of leadership in 
placing 


standards of law enforcement in the nation. 


In employing this language in his address, 


the president makes it clear that one of his pur- 
poses is to give assistance to crime commissions 
in the several states which long have been study- 
ing methods of reducing crime through improve- 
"ment of both the judicial and 
enforcement 


systems. 


To this extent, at least, he went further than 


he did in his inaugural address, the keynote of 
which was law enforcement. His belief is that 
the states themselves can materially assist in the 
general movement for suppression of the crime 
wave which is giving him more concern than any 
other problem before the country. 


His own appeal to the conscience of America 


for law observance has been accompanied by a 
statement of the purpose of the administration 
to strengthen its law enforcement agencies by 
steady pressure. 


There were two things in this 
statement 


which has attracted more than passing interest 
in political Washington. One was the declara- 
tion for the weeding out of all incapable and 
negligent 
officers. 
This process already has 


been started in the case of district attorneys and 
there is conjecture as to the extent of changes 
that may be made over the country. 


The other was the promise of the most rigid 


scrutiny not only of the records of all persons 
suggested for official appointment in the entire 
law enforcement machinery, but also a check 
of their attitude toward the enforcement of all 
law, which, of course, includes the eighteenth 
amendment. 
r 


NOT ALWAYS THE CROSSING. 


The common mistake made -by most people in 


dealing with automobile accidents at railroad 
grade crossings is that they consider the crossing 
instead of the driver. 


A railroad crossing is a danger only when 


and to the extent that is is made so by careless 
driving. The automobile is what we must think 
about, and not the crossing. We must change 
practices instead of grades. Ninety per cent, of 
all auto accidents occur on the highways. Not 
over- 10 per cent, occur at grade crossings. 


Grade changes will not prevent accidents at 


intersections and elsewhere on the highways, but 
' improved or safe practices in driving will prevent 
'them everywhere. 
"
